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Tin*  Fire  Department. 

The  action  of  the  Township  (’oininit- 
tii*  at  their  last  meeting  in  rescinding 
the  lire  resolution  was  a  startling  sur- 
prisi*  Alter  two  years  of  agitation  ami 
effective  work. the  department  was  at  last 
u)Min  a  firm  foundation,  so. its  members 
thought,  not  so.  a  few  weeks  time  and 
the  organization  is  defeated  in  committee 
the  members  thrown  iqxm  their  own  re¬ 
sources  and  preparation  made  tor  a  new 
dc|>artment.  Whatever  may  1h*  the  real 
reason  for  this  adverse  vote,  those  pre¬ 
sent  in  I  to  the  |dihli<*  were  entirely 
frivolous.  Difference  lietwirn  tlife  Trus¬ 
tees  and  the  KnginiBir  as  to  the  disjmsi- 
tion  of  a  hosc-eurrnge.  skilful  use  of  an 
old  grievance  of  the  Hose-Company  as  to 
payment  for  their  uniforms  and  pre¬ 
judices  of  a  new  company:  were  made 
t  he  *■!«  mud  at  ion  of  a  far  retiolution 
No  doubt  there  are  objections  to  a 
Fire  Association,  as  there  are  to  any 
method  of  Admiuisirution.  A  careful 
consideration  of  these  might  have  led 
precisely  to  the  aetioii  which  has  liven 
had:  but  more  time  should  have  lieen 
taken,  and  sufficient  warning  given  of 
the  coming  changes.  The  gentlemen 
who  have  la!  Hired  so  generously  in  this 
cause  wen*  worthy  of  better  treatment. 
Through  their  efforts  more  than  $5000 
have  been  collected  in  the  past  two 
years:  a  truck  has  lieen  bought  and 
housed,  a  tire-Ml  plaeeil  to  give  warn¬ 
ing  of  tire,  and  a  company  drilled  to 
tire  service. 

More  than  one  occasion  has  shown  its 
efficiency,  and  the  township  has  so  far 
approved  of  it,  as  twice  to  appropriate 
money  for  its  sup|>ort.  Under  these  eir- 
euinstanees  a  preparatory  resolution  de¬ 
claring  the  judgment  of  the  Committee 
that  a  different  organization  was  necess¬ 
ary  would  have  1h*cii  at  once  wise,  and 
conciliatory. 

The  sudden  m  inding  of  the  resolution 
Jiuind  the  Association  unprepared  to  act. 
otherwise  the  services  of  the  truck  Com¬ 
pany  would  have  lieen  tendered  the  Com¬ 
mittee;  tor  it  is  not  anywhere  lielicvcd 
that  the  gentlemen  eouijxxsing  this  Asso¬ 
ciation  will  consent  to  a  factious  opposi¬ 
tion.  In  the  committee  there  is  little 
Iio|m*  ot  change.  MethiNls  of  administra¬ 
tion  are  not  however  supremely  inqiort- 
ant.  The  lire  apparatus  was  gathered 
for  public  use ;  and  even,  if  placed  under 
the  direction  ot  the  Township  Committee 
will  still  remain  in  the  hands  of  the  Truck 
Company.  Whatever  of  good  may  lie 
in  the  change  will  soon  Ik*  develnjicd. 
The  opiNKUtion  must  now  tflko  the  respon¬ 
sibility  of  organize  g  and  conducting  the 
department. 

The*c.X|N*riiiienf  should  Ik-  tried  under 
the  most  favorable  circumstance.  .  Per¬ 
sonal  grievances  should  give  way  to  the 
public  .service.  An  Engineer  of  exjier- 
ience  unconmi  tiil,  if  jiossible,  with  any 
past  differeims  should  lie  sel(*ctod,  with 
assistants  from  each  of  the  thnreonqwn- 
ies.  A  year's  trial  will  develop  tmth  the 
faults  and  advantages  of  this  method  of 
organization.  Meantime  no  harm  will 
come  to  the  apparatus.  Kacta  company 
will  retain  that  which  it  has  gathered, 
with  the  use  o(  all  appliances  furnisht*d 
by  the  township.  The  bugliear  of  poli- 
tics  will  have  time  to  lie  forgotten:  and 
the  «*X|N‘ctation  of  harm  will  U*  shown  to 
ret  on  insufficient  foundation. 

It  is  quite  (tossihie  That  direct  town¬ 
ship  su|MT\isioii  may  within  the  year, 
Ir*  shown  to  lie,  ujMin  the  whole,  liest  tor 
tin*  companies.  *  Kes|s>nsibility  will  be 
concent  rated.  Instead  of  twelve  trus¬ 
ties,  with  the  jiossibilit  Y  of  appeal  either 
to  a  larger  association  of  100  or  more 
menders,  or  to  the  Township  Commit* 
tee.  the  latter  will  possess  final  power. 
The  engineer  will  !*>  under  their 
complete  control,  removable  at  pleasure, 
and  subject  to  such  rules  us  they  may 
d*  \  i>e.  Requests  from  the  companies 
must  come  direct  to  the  Committee,  who 
‘m  f,,iall\  answerable  tq  their  con.stitu- 
'  ,l,v  Like  t he  roads,  sidewalks,  gas,  wa- 
l*  i  pmk-  the  fire  department  becomes  i 


part  of  township  work,  to  which  the  com¬ 
mittee  must  give  their  attention  and 
render  their  account  to  the  people.  Such 
a  method  indirect,  simple,  and  may  prove 
satisfactory. 

>*o  ooe  will  n*gret  to  lay  down  work, 
which  will  be  equally  well  done  by  anoth¬ 
er,  and  tlie  Trustee  will  look  with  cqua- 
i, unity  upon  an  experiment  in  which  they 
have  nothing  to  lose  and  much  to  gain. 
We  write  not  to  forstall  their  action,  but 
to  give  it  our  commendation  in  advance. 

Kehcx  Couuty  Insane  AhjIuim* 

The  report  furnished  to  tin*  Hoard  of 
Freeholders  by  tin*  Superintendent  of  the 
Essex  County  Insane  Asylum  shows  that 
the  spacious  building  that-  lias  Ibmmi  ic- 
cjntly  erected  by  the  County  «>u  *Sol»tli 
Orange  Avenue  is  already  full  of  patients 
and  that  an  addition  must  In*  made  in 
the  near  ftiture. 

This  state  of  affairs  is  very  surprising, 
for  it  was  believed  that  the  new  Asylum 
would  give  ample  accommodations  for 
all  who  should  lie  entitles!  to  its  shelter 
for  many  years  to  come. 

The  County  of  Essex  is  entitled  tosharo 
the  benefits  of  the  State  Asylum  at  Mor¬ 
ris  Plains,  in  common  with  the  eastern 
portion  of  the  State,  and  it  would  Ik*  un¬ 
wise  to  go  to  the  excuse  of  enlarging 
the  institution  on  South  Orange  Avenue 
until  the  quota  of  Essex  at  the  Morris 
Plains  institution  is  full. 

It  is  said  that  this  quota  is  now  nearly 
filled,  and  that  the  vacancies  lielonging 
to  Essex  will  only  suffice  for  a  short  time, 
but  if  this  statement  is  true  we  think  it 
indicates  a  condition  of  affairs  which 
calls  for  a  thorough  investigation.  It  ift 
difficult  to  believe  that  the  numlier  of  in¬ 
sane  jieople  in  Essex  County  is  so  much 
greater  in  proba  tion  to  population  than 
in  the  other  eastern  counties,  that  we  not 
only  fill  our  quota  in  the  State  Asylum 
but  also  evhau.-t  the  aycommodati  ms  of 
the  State  Asylum. 

Such  a  condition  of  things,  if  true, 
should  have  some  definable  eause,  which 
could  lie  easily  ascertained. 

A  very  large  proportion  of  the  insane 
in  the  County  Asylum  are  indigent  or 
pau|K*r  lunatics,  the  expense  of  whose 
care  and  treatment  is  borne  by  the 
County  at  large,  and  the  sum  needed  for 
this  purpose  is  a  very  considerable  item 
of  the  County  tax. 

The  law  provides  that  pauper  luiiattes 
shall  lie  committed  to  the  asylum  by  one 
of  the  Judges  of  the  Court  of  Common 
Pleas,  upon  the  application  of  the  jioor- 
master  of  the  town  or  city  in  which  the 
pauper  resides,  and  directs  that  the  said 
Judge  shall  call  two  respectable  physi¬ 
cians  and  fully  investigate  the  facts  of 
the  case,  and  if  satisfied  after  such  ex¬ 
amination  that  the  disease  is  of  such  a 
nature  as  may  lit*  cured;  he  shall  issue 
an  order  committing  the  pau]K*r  to  the 
lunatic  asylum. 

The  proceedings  in  the  ease  of  indi¬ 
gent  persons  not  paupers  is  substantially 
the  same.  It  is  quite  plain  that  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  this  law  are  too  lax,  and  ren¬ 
der  it  very  easy  to  secure  the  confine¬ 
ment  of  a  poor  person  on  the  ground  of 
insanity.  % 

Almost  anyone  can  procure  the  certifi¬ 
cate  of  two  reputable  physicians,  where 
there  is  any  ground  to  susjieot  lunacy. 
The  law  should  requiic  tin*  certificate  of 
two  or  more  physicians  skilled  in  the 
treatment  of  brain  diseases,  and  the 
examination  should  Ik*  made  not  limre 
a  judge  of  the  court  of  (Nun mo..  Plea  s 
but  before  a  Commission  of  twq  or  more 
persons  specially  competent  to  consider 
the  matter,  who  should  Ik*  ap|Hiinti*d  by 
the  judge  tor  that  purpose. 

It  will  Ik*  notices!  that  the  judge  is 
only  to  commit  lunatics  to  the  asylum 
“Upon  being  satisfied  that  the  disease 
is  of  such  a  nature  as  may  U*  cured. " 

We  should  Ik*  glad  to  khow  if  this 
provision  of  the  act  is  usually  complied 
with*  and  what  sort  of  evidence  is  satis 
factory  on  this  jioiiit. 

Pauper  lunatic-  who  arc  incurable  and 
harmless  .should  lie  taken  care  of  in  the 
almshouse  in  the  same  way  that  other 
paupers  are  caret!  for.’ 

Indigent  lunatics  who  are  incurable 
and  harmless  should  Is*  taken  care  of  by 
their  friends  and  relatives  in  the  same 
way  that  other  indigent  |K*rsons  not  pau¬ 
pers  are  eared  for. 

Hundreds  and  thousands  of  jicrsons 
never  earn  a  cent  towards  their  own 
lupport.but  get  their  subsistence  fronl 
those  upon  whom  they  are  dependent. 
Half  of  the  world  lives  u|M)ii  what  the 
other  half  can  earn.  This  is  all  right, 

It  is  the  law  of  (»od  as  well  as  of  Xew- 
Jersey  that  men  shall  provide  tor  those 
Who  are  allied  to  them  by  blood  and  kin¬ 
ship. 

The  temptation  is  very  strong  to  }m*o- 
ple  of  a  certain  soil  to  shirk  the  main¬ 
tenance  of  old  and  infirm  relatives,  w  hose 
days  of  usefulness  are  over,  and  if  the 
unfortunate  ones  happen  to  be  somewhat 
“cranky”  or  queer,  or  talk  in  their  sleep 
or  mutter  to  themselves,  the  lunatic  asy¬ 
lum  presents  itself  as  a  means  of  deliver¬ 
ance. 

The  County  Asylum  is  entirely  under 
the  control  of  the  Freeholders  and  they 
may  adopt  such  regulations  as  to  the  ail- 
mission  of  patients  as  they  si*c  tit.  We 
we  think  the  regulations  at  present  pro¬ 
vided  will  bear  revision,  and  we  think  a 
careful  investigation  will  disclose  that  a 
large  number  of  lunatics  now  in  the  asy¬ 


lum.  ar«-  1i«*|k*I**— h  in-anc  and  an*  a  1st 
hamihfe--.  audslmukl  thorefbn*  Ir*  return¬ 
ed  to  th«*  alms  house  i»r  to  their  ndatives 
if  the^  are  not  pau|tcrs.
